President Wilson Characterizes Ger- 
man Peace Talk as Insincere 


Opening with a speech the Red 
Cross drive for a second $100,000,000 
war fund, President ilson an- 


nounced the purpose of the United 
States to set no limit on its efforts 
to win the war. 

“I have heard gentlemen recently 
say,” he said, “that we must get 
5,000,000 men ready. Wh limit it to 
five million? I have asked of con- 
gress to name no limit, because con- 
gress intends, I am sure, as we all 
intend, that every ship that can carry 
men or supplies shall go laden upon 
every voyage with every man and 
every supply she can carry.” 

The United States, the president 
declared, will not be diverted from 
its purpose of winning the war by 
insincere approaches on the subject 
of peace. 

“T can say with a clear  con- 
science,” he said, “that I have tested 
those intentions and have found them 
insincere. I now recognize to have 
a free hand, particularly in the east, 
to carry out purposes of conquest 
and exploitation, Every proposal 
with regard to accommodation in 
the west involves a reservation in 
regard to the east. I intend to stand 
by Russia as well as France. 

The statement brought the house 
to its feet cheering. 

German rulers, the president de- 
clared, are mistaken if the think 
the United States will sacrifice any- 
body for its own sake. 

“Tf they wish peace, let them come 
forward and put their terms on the 
table. We have laid ours and they 
know what they are,” he said.

C.P.R. Reduces Number of Passen- 
ger Trains as a War

On May 8th, Sir Albert Stanley, 
President of the board of trade an- 
nounced in the British house of com- 
mons the decision of the government 
to place great restrictions on travel 


in London, England, and_ vicinity,
